Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-10 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1, 7, 8, 9, and 10, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a wavelength-determining unit, a measuring unit 
for measuring an optical characteristic of a device under test, and a method for determining 
wavelengths, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claims. 

Regarding the above claims, the apphcants' comments in reply to the most recent Office 
Action lay out detailed reasons for allowance for claims 9 and 10. These arguments also hold as 
the reasons for allowability of the apparatus claims 1, 7, and 8, in combination with the rest of 
the elements and limitations of the related claims, as the apparatus claims, in their current form, 
must carry out the method and intended use as claimed.
